Aug. 31 (/Ti—Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson left today 
for the Japanese peace conference 
which he said "will provide a test 
for those nations th a t really want 
peace and those th at do not." 
The secretary with 48 other m em ­ 
bers of the U.S. delegation, look

Tile same method of storage may 
be employed for late celery. In all 
these roles of late vegetable storage, 
careful ventilation and shading must 
be practiced to avoid excessive mois­ 
ture and too much direct sun.

REORGANIZATION 
OF FAIR AFFORDS 
EXPANSION FUND 


The South Mountain Fair ha.s re­ 
organized several tim es and each 
time for good and sufficient reasons. 
First reorganization was in 1926 
when the association decided that 
the fair had grown too big for the 
number of tents that had held it up 
to then, and reorganized in order to 
obtain enough money to construct 
perm anent buildings for the exposi­ 
tion. Approxim ately IOO persons ut 
that tune signed notes for $100 each 
lo raise $10 000 for the lair. The 
buildings were constructed and all 
went well with the fair until World 
War II 


The war brought about cessation 
of all F air activities and when the I 


association regrouped after World I 
W ar II it was found that many of 


the buildings were in disrepair and 
that m any new buildings would be 
needed. 


300 Sig n Note* 


The association decided to reor­ 


ganize according to the old prin­ 
ciple and recured about 300 sign a­ 
tures to $100 notes in order to raise 
$30,000. That am ount provided for 
the renovation of the old structures 
and construction ut new buildings. 
Iii addition, within the past two 
years the Sun day school association, 
which form erly owned part of the 
park near Arendtsville, and the fair 
association, which owned part of the 
land, com b.lied to form the South 
Mountain Com m unity and Fair a s­ 
sociation, which m anages the park 
and also sponsors the annual fair.
